REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art shows the instantly claimed invention, in particular, a method and apparatus for 
exposing components carried by a carrier tape wherein the carrier tape has a cover 
which is peeled from the carrier tape and while still attached at one longitudinal side to 
the carrier tape is folded so that two portions of the lower surface of the cover face each 
other. Japanese Patent Publications 2000-091790 and 11-307991 each show folding a 
cover but only 1 1 -307991 shows the lower surfaces of the cover to face each other and 
neither reference performs the folding while one longitudinal side of the cover remains 
adhered to the carrier tape. Kubo shows folding the cover, but the lower surfaces of the 
cover are not facing each other. Yman, Miller et al. and Bergstrom et al. show lifting 
one edge of a cover to expose the components and letting the cover return into position 
on the carrier tape after component removal.
